17. An ophthalmic solution comprising a therapeutically effective 
amount of a compound of formula I, as defined in Claim 1, or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, in admixture with a non-toxic, 
ophthalmically acceptable liquid vehicle, packaged in a container suitable 
for metered application. 

18. The ophthalmic solution of Claim 17 wherein said compound is a 
compound of Formula III. 



19. A pharmaceutical product, comprising a container adapted to 
dispense the contents of said container in metered form; and an 
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ophthalmic solution in said container comprising a compound of formula 
I as defined in Claim 1, or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof, in 
admixture with a non-toxic, ophthalmically acceptable liquid vehicle. 

20. The product of claim 19 wherein said compound is a compound of 
Formula III.
